Mr. S w ann had tak en all he 
could stand. In quitting, he said 
state and F ederal regulations had 
so ha m strung 
his board tha t 
it 
was pow erless to stop the steady 
rise in relief rolls. 
He cited the situation in Poach, 
a good G eorgia farm ing county — 
676 w elfare cases draw ing 
$2 6 ,0 4 9 
a m onth, 262 m ore w elfare fam i­ 
lies than there are farm s in the 
county, m ore d epe nd ent children 
than the com bined enrollm ent of 
the F ort V alley junior and senior 
high schools, irresponsible pare nts 
and ste pparents perfectly w illing 
for the ir charges to go on relief. 
A ccording to the form er P each 
C ounty chairm an, one m an w ithin 
the jurisdiction of his board has 


done m ore than his share to add 
to the potential case load — 10 
children by 10 d ifferent m others 
within the span of a year. 
M eanw hile, Mr. S w ann w ent on, 
parents 
w ith 
sound 
homes 
and 
high m orality m ust sw eat and save 
to pay the fuel bill, the grocery 
bill and the clothing bill and at 
the sam e tim e put up the tax 
money 
to 
feed 
the fam ilies 
of 
those w ho m ak e no effort to m eet 
their responsibilites. 
Mr. S w ann sees this trend as 
w eak ening the m oral fiber of the i 
Nation, and he is right.
